The FCC said it maintains a 
check list of 10,900 names in 
the form of a computer print- 
out which is circulated to the 
various bureaus within the 
commission. 

CLOSE SCRUTINY 

Ervin, in a little-noted por- 
tion of a speech last week in 
Atlantic City, said the list con- 
tains names and addresses of 
persons and groups “whose 
qalifications are believed to 
require close examination in 
the event they apply for a li- 
cense.” 



Some of the names get on 
the list because of license sus- 
pensions, a bad check to the 
commission or an unlicenseed 
operation. 

‘WITHHOLD LIST’ 

But the list also includes In- 
formation from the FBI, the 
Justice Department, the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service, the CIA 
and the House Internal Securi- 
ty Committee, the subcommit- 
tee learned. 

Also fed into the data bank 



are the FBI’s “withhold list” 
of individuals and groups al- 
leged to be subversive, and 
the Justice Department’s “or- 
ganized crime and racketeer- 
ing list” of those who have 
been or are now the subject of 
investigations. 

The agency said it has been 
getting Justice Department in- 
formation since 1964 when 
Senate hearings disclosed that 
a reputed racketeering boss in 
New Orleans, Carlos Marcel- 
lo, held an FCC license,
